“Tho Sui Tring was a vessol of 850 tons, 180 
horse power, and carried4 guns, She had formed 
one of the Canton Guuboat Squadron for a great | 
many years, and had seen a good deal of servica. 
Now Chow, or Nou Chau as it is called on tho 
charts, is an island some nino-miles long by three: 
broad, and about 300 feet high. It is well 
eultivited. Tho north coast is full of rocke and 
' off the point there is a dangerous horn of sand.
